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Governor's  Message 


Sixteen  years  ago  I  introduced  the  legislation  that  estab- 
lished the  Massachusetts  Council  on  the  Arts  and  Humani- 
ties. House  bill  3344  was  signed  into  law  by  Governor  John 
Volpe  in  August,  1966,  creating  an  agency  to  "stimulate  and 
encourage  throughout  the  Commonwealth,  the  practice, 
study  and  appreciation  of  the  arts  and  humanities  in  the 
public  interest." 

Our  state  has  undergone  tremendous  change  and 
growth  since  1966.  This  change  can  be  measured  through 
the  growth  of  the  arts  and  humanities  themselves.  Today,  we 
have  over  1500  cultural  institutions  in  the  Commonwealth. 
And  while  the  Council's  very  first  appropriation  of  $25,000 
was  distributed  among  five  cultural  organizations,  last  year 
the  Council  distributed  $3.7  million  to  hundreds  of  organi- 
zations and  artists  in  the  state. 

These  funds  have  been  well  spent.  The  arts  and 
humanities  contribute  immeasurably  to  the  quality  of  life 
here  in  the  Commonwealth.  In  my  own  life,  I  have  been  for- 
tunate to  experience  the  arts  in  a  very  special  way  through 
my  wife,  a  former  dancer;  my  son,  an  actor;  and  my  father- 
in-law,  a  musician  and  conductor. 

Our  state's  greatest  resource  is  the  immense  energy 
and  creativity  of  its  citizens.  Participation  in  the  arts  is 
essential  to  the  development  of  the  creative  individual  who, 
in  turn,  is  crucial  to  our  advancement  on  every  front- 
technological,  educational,  social  and  political  as  well  as 
cultural.  Sustained  and  significant  public  support  of  the  arts 
is  important  to  ensure  the  renewal  of  our  human  resources, 
as  well  as  the  vitality  of  our  cultural  traditions. 

I  have  taken  deep  personal  satisfaction  in  watching 
the  Council  on  the  Arts  and  Humanities  become  an  acknow- 
ledged leader  of  state  arts  agencies  across  the  nation.  I  offer 
the  Council  my  heartiest  congratulations;  I  am  confident 
that  the  Council  will  continue  to  work  to  make  the  Common- 
wealth's cultural  community  thrive.  In  concert  with  our 
thousands  of  talented  artists  and  cultural  institutions,  the 
Council  will  continue  to  "stimulate  and  encourage  the  prac- 
tice, study  and  appreciation  of  the  arts  and  humanities"  well 
into  the  next  decade  and  beyond.

Massachusetts  is  recognized  nationally  and  internationally 
as  the  cradle  of  American  culture.  The  Commonwealth  offers 
a  kaleidoscope  of  art  forms  ranging  from  the  best  in  classical 
music  to  the  vanguard  of  video  art.  We  are  the  third-largest 
arts-producing  state  in  the  nation  with  cultural  groups  that 
range  from  community  symphony  orchestras  to  major  art 
museums;  jazz  and  bluegrass  ensembles  to  contemporary 
dance  troupes;  historical  societies  and  museums  to  new  fic- 
tion quarterlies.  Over  17,000  artists  practice  their  craft  in 
Massachusetts. 

As  a  businessman  who  sits  on  a  number  of  corpo- 
rate boards,  I  am  daily  reminded  of  the  intrinsic  link 
between  our  state's  cultural  and  economic  health.  Artistic 
activity  in  Massachusetts  generates  an  economic  impact  of 
over  $763  million  each  year.  And  while  most  people  recog- 
nize the  aesthetic  value  of  the  arts  and  humanities  in  our 
lives,  business  leaders  are  also  beginning  to  acknowledge 
the  arts  as  a  major  drawing  card  for  locating  their  operations 
in  Massachusetts,  and  for  attracting  and  holding  talented 
employees. 

Our  cultural  community  is  special  in  that  it  com- 
bines the  old  and  the  new  in  a  unique  manner.  The  Berk- 
shires  have  Jacob's  Pillow  and  Hancock  Shaker  Village. 
Cape  Cod  has  Plimoth  Plantation  and  the  Fine  Arts  Works 
Center.  From  the  Boston  Symphony  Orchestra  to  the  Con- 
cert Dance  Company  to  the  Society  for  the  Preservation  of 
New  England  Antiquities,  our  state's  cultural  profile  is  a 
unique  blend  of  past  and  present,  traditional  and  contempo- 
rary, small  and  large. 

Yet  for  all  its  diversity,  the  health  of  the  arts  in  the 
Commonwealth  is  fragile.  Across  the  country,  communities, 
leaders  and  businesses  are  busily  raising  new  multi-million 
dollar  arts  centers,  but  in  Massachusetts,  the  sounds  of 
building  are  ominously  quiet.  Last  autumn,  an  article  in 
The  New  Yorker  noted  the  opening  of  six  major  performing 
art  centers  in  cities  including  Eugene,  Oregon  and  Peoria, 
Illinois.  But  at  the  same  time  in  Boston,  the  Metropolitan 
Center,  a  theatre  with  one  of  the  finest  backstage  facilities 
and  the  area's  only  theatre  capable  of  attracting  world  class 
dance  and  opera  companies,  was  dark  for  over  half  a  year. 
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Massachusetts  is  fortunate.  While  other  states 
must  build  their  culture,  ours  is  already  in  place.  We  need 
only  to  maintain,  refurbish  and  stimulate.  This,  however,  is 
a  critical  and  costly  need. 

In  my  fifth  term  as  Chairman  of  the  Massachusetts 
Council  on  the  Arts  and  Humanities,  I  am  proud  of  the  real 
achievements  the  Council  has  made  over  the  past  decade.  I 
also  see  there  is  still  much  work  ahead.  On  behalf  of  Council 
members  and  staff,  I  wish  to  thank  former  Governor  Edward 
J.  King,  the  Legislature  and  its  leaders,  House  Speaker 
Thomas  McGee  and  Senate  President  William  Bulger  and 
the  citizens  of  Massachusetts  for  their  support  over  the  past 
few  years.  I  also  extend  a  warm  welcome  to  Governor 
Michael  Dukakis,  and  look  forward  to  working  with  him  to 
forge  a  bright  cultural  future  for  the  Commonwealth. 
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Executive  Director's 
Report 


New 
Legislation 


During  the  two  years  covered  by  this  report,  1981  and  1982, 
Massachusetts  dramatically  increased  its  financial  support 
of  the  arts  and  humanities  by  increasing  the  Council's 
budget  from  $2.3  million  to  $4  million.  This  increase  in  state 
support,  however,  did  not  keep  pace  with  losses  at  other 
levels  of  government.  The  large  cuts  in  funding  resulted  in 
a  loss  often  million  dollars  to  cultural  groups  and  artists  in 
the  Commonwealth.  Local  governments  required  to  make 
cuts  because  of  Proposition  2Vfe  substantially  reduced  school 
field  trips  and  visits  to  cultural  groups,  causing  a  large  loss 
in  revenues,  which  the  Council  estimates  to  be  roughly 
$10  million. 

It  is  too  early  to  fully  assess  the  impact  of  this 
heavy  loss  of  financial  support  for  the  cultural  life  of  the 
state.  Some  of  the  effects  are  obvious  and  immediate.  Many 
school  districts  wiped  out  their  art  programs.  Small  thea- 
tres closed,  and  the  strain  on  medium  and  large  institutions 
is  still  erosive.  Actors,  musicians  and  other  artists  suffered 
unemployment,  and  many  had  to  abandon  their  artistic 
work  to  survive.  The  long-term  effects  on  the  vigor  of  cul- 
tural life  in  Massachusetts  can  only  be  guessed,  particularly 
the  impact  on  the  financial  stability  of  institutions  and  the 
opportunities  for  artists.  Cultural  life  in  Massachusetts  has 
suffered. 

In  response  to  this,  the  council  has  exerted  leader- 
ship at  the  state  level  to  address  these  problems  and  to  seek 
enhanced  support  for  the  arts  and  humanities  from  corpo- 
rations and  other  sources.  We  made  a  number  of  special 
initiatives  to  increase  funding  sources: 

In  addition  to  an  increased  budget  appropriation  for  the 
Council,  the  Legislature  passed,  and  Governor  King  signed 
into  law  four  new  measures  to  aid  the  cultural  life  of  Massa- 
chusetts. These  included: 

•  CULTURAL  RESOURCES  ACT  which  links  educational 
programs  of  museums  and  performing  arts  groups  to  public 
schools.  $500,000  was  appropriated  for  its  first  year,  fiscal 
year  1983. 

•  two  bonding  amendments  which  create  low  inter- 
est financing  options  for  cultural  organizations  wanting  to 
make  capital  improvements  in  their  facilities. 

•  percent  for  the  arts  provides  one  percent  of  the 
cost  of  construction  (up  to  $100,000)  to  purchase  or  commis- 
sion art  work  for  state  buildings. 
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Corporate 

Support 

Program 


Early  in  1982,  the  Council  launched  a  new  program  to 
garner  more  extensive  financial  and  technical  support  from 
corporations  and  businesses  for  the  cultural  groups  in  the 
state.  Business  committees  working  with  the  Council  are 
now  established  in  the  Berkshires,  Springfield,  Worcester 
and  Boston.  Springfield,  in  1978,  led  the  state  in  establishing 
their  Business  Fund  for  the  Arts.  The  Council's  goal  is  to 
develop  solid  relationships  between  the  business  community 
and  cultural  groups  so  there  will  be  more  substantial  sup- 
port for  the  latter.  While  each  region  of  the  Commonwealth 
is  charting  its  own  goals,  we  expect  there  will  be  programs 
actively  operating  in  all  regions  of  the  state  by  September  of 
1983. 


New  Funding 
Programs 


In  an  attempt  to  improve  the  reach  and  effectiveness  of 
Council  funds,  we  recast  our  funding  programs  after  an 
intensive  planning  period  that  involved  hundreds  of  citizens 
across  the  state.  Through  public  hearings  and  open  forums 
we  actively  sought  out  creative  ideas  on  the  needs  of  the 
Commonwealth's  cultural  life.  The  new  programs  developed 
from  this  planning  are  fully  described  later  in  this  report, 
but  merit  aid  and  new  works  exemplify  this  development. 

•  merit  aid  is  a  new  funding  program  which  supports 
the  basic  programs  of  cultural  groups,  with  funding  given 
for  a  two-year  period.  It  addresses  the  needs  of  cultural 
groups  for  basic  support  of  ongoing  programs  as  well  as  their 
need  to  plan  ahead. 

•  NEW  works  is  a  new  funding  program  supporting 
contemporary  arts  by  funding  cultural  institutions  to  com- 
mission new  works  by  major  artists  and  present  them  to  the 
public.  This  program  stimulates  support  for  the  contempo- 
rary arts  in  Massachusetts  and  addresses  the  problems  cul- 
tural institutions  confront  when  presenting  contemporary 
works.  Further,  it  unites  artists  and  cultural  groups  in 
creative  collaborations. 

We  have  accomplished  much.  But,  if  Massachusetts 
is  to  maintain  the  quality  of  cultural  life  for  its  citizens, 
there  are  still  larger  issues  we  must  address.  The  Council  is 
looking  at  the  problem  of  education  in  the  arts,  for  example. 
Who  will  be  the  audiences  and  artists  of  tomorrow?  If  our 
children  do  not  have  opportunities  for  rigorous  and  mean- 
ingful studies  in  the  arts,  we  can  hardly  expect  them  to  par- 
ticipate in  and  support  the  arts  as  adults.  Neglecting  this 
dimension  of  children's  lives  not  only  devalues  their  educa- 
tion, but  also  stunts  their  development  as  well-rounded  and 
creative  members  of  society. 


There  is  a  major  challenge  before  the  Council  to 
give  leadership  and  support  to  the  Commonwealth's  cultural 
life,  even  to  preserve  what  we  now  have.  But  we  must  think 
beyond  the  necessary  function  of  preservation  and  suste- 
nance of  our  arts  and  artists.  We  must  encourage  the  crea- 
tion of  new  work,  promote  the  development  of  new  and 
deeper  understanding  in  their  present  audiences  and  reach 
out  to  draw  in  new  supporters  in  all  sectors  of  the  state. 

Historically,  there  has  been  a  cultural  flowering 
when  talent,  leadership,  money  and  a  receptive  public  have 
converged.  Massachusetts  today  can  claim  only  some  of  these 
ingredients.  A  large  and  diverse  public  participates  in  cul- 
tural programs.  An  abundance  of  talented  artists  and 
craftspeople  live  and  work  here.  Television  and  media  make 
possible  a  massive  increase  in  exposure  to  the  arts  for  mil- 
lions of  people.  Yet  the  money,  while  here,  is  difficult  to 
obtain.  We  must  continue  our  work  to  align  public,  corporate 
and  private  interests  in  a  campaign  to  support  art  and  cul- 
ture in  our  state.  This  will  require  new  incentives  and  mech- 
anisms to  encourage  private  giving.  It  will  mean  forming 
cooperative  public  and  corporate  funding  programs,  and  will 
require  a  large  public  and  private  commitment  to  financing 
art  and  culture. 

Challenge  faces  the  Council,  and  all  supporters  of 
the  arts  and  humanities,  to  determine  the  incentives,  laws 
and  new  programs  needed.  Enlightened  leadership  is  critical 
for  this  effort.  If  we  succeed,  we  will  see  a  flourishing  of  the 
arts  and  humanities  that  will  bring  us  a  vital  and  exciting 
close  of  the  century.  Massachusetts  could  begin  the  21st  cen- 
tury as  it  did  the  20th;  a  vital  center  of  American  arts  and 
humanities.  We  cannot,  however,  take  it  for  granted.  We 
must  begin  now. 
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Purpose 


Since  its  establishment  in  1966,  the  Massachusetts  Council 
on  the  Arts  and  Humanities  has  pursued  five  primary  goals: 
to  support  cultural  organizations  of  high  quality  in  preserv- 
ing, presenting  and  interpreting  the  arts  and  humanities  for 
the  benefit  of  the  public;  to  stimulate  the  creation  of  new 
works  by  talented  professional  artists  and  humanists;  to  rec- 
ognize the  cultural  diversity  of  the  state's  population  and 
strengthen  minority  cultural  groups;  to  expand  opportuni- 
ties for  education  in  the  arts  and  humanities  for  all  citizens 
of  the  state;  and  to  lead  statewide  efforts  in  the  areas  of  arts 
and  humanities  funding,  advocacy  and  long-range  planning. 

The  Council  receives  an  annual  appropriation  from 
the  Massachusetts  Great  and  General  Court,  which  is  sup- 
plemented by  financial  support  from  the  National  Endow- 
ment for  the  Arts.  The  Council  uses  these  state  and  federal 
funds  to  support  cultural  programs  across  the  Common- 
wealth. In  addition,  the  Council  systematically  reviews  and 
assesses  problems  facing  the  cultural  community  of  the 
state,  and  plans  new  funding  programs,  introduces  legisla- 
tion or  establishes  services  to  address  clear  needs.  The 
Council  encourages  wider  public  participation  in  the  cul- 
tural life  of  Massachusetts  and  greater  public  support  of 
cultural  endeavors. 

A  unique  community  of  cultural  institutions  and 
traditions,  artists  and  humanists  resides  in  Massachusetts. 
This  community  engages  more  than  11  million  individuals 
in  cultural  activities  each  year.  It  is  the  purpose  of  the  Mas- 
sachusetts Council  on  the  Arts  and  Humanities  to  support 
and  plan  for  the  growth  and  healthy  future  of  this  commu- 
nity, to  ensure  its  continuing  vitality  and  lively  contribu- 
tions to  the  citizens  of  the  Commonwealth. 


Current

The  Council  is  a  15-member  board  of  directors  appointed 
by  the  Governor.  Council  members  are  private  citizens  of 
Massachusetts  who  have  demonstrated  scholarship,  creativ- 
ity or  distinguished  service  in  the  arts  &  humanities.  They 
serve,  without  pay,  for  three-year  terms.  The  Council  meets 
regularly  to  develop  policy  and  award  funds  to  applicants  for 
Council  support.

Council 
Staff 


To  work  with  its  constituents  and  carry  out  the  initiatives  of 
the  Council,  the  Council  staff  administers  over  13  financial 
and  technical  assistance  programs,  provides  consultation  to 
the  field  and  carries  out  the  new  initiatives  and  policy  plans 
of  the  Council. 


Advocacy  Under  the  Chairmanship  of  Barbara  Garvey  of  Springfield, 

the  Massachusetts  Arts  Advocacy  Committee  evolved  into  a 
unified,  effective  voice  for  the  state's  cultural  community, 
and  has  worked  constructively  to  benefit  that  community. 
The  Committee  leads  the  efforts  of  a  2000-member  network 
of  advocates  who  bring  the  needs  and  the  resources  of  the 
cultural  community  to  the  attention  of  the  Governor  and  the 
Legislature.  In  fiscal  year  1982,  the  committee's  persuasive 
arguments  helped  to  convince  Governor  Edward  J.  King, 
Senate  President  William  Bulger  and  House  Speaker 
Thomas  McGee  to  keep  the  Council  on  a  steady  path  by  allo- 
cating level  funding,  a  $4  million  level  budget,  at  a  time 
when  cuts  from  the  federal  government  and  state  legisla- 
tures across  the  country  were  extensive.  The  Massachusetts 
Arts  Advocacy  Committee  continues  to  grow  stronger  and 
improve  its  strategies,  offering  expertise  to  local,  state  and 
federal  agencies  in  organizing  broad-based  arts  advocacy 
campaigns. 

The  Council  further  encourages  public  under- 
standing and  support  of  the  arts  and  humanities  through 
its  public  information  efforts  including  continued  education 
of  public,  media  and  elected  officials  through  news  releases, 
syndicated  stories,  public  forums  and  other  special  events. 
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Financial  Assistance 
Program 


The  cost  to  a  cultural  organization  of  mounting  a  single 
special  program  can  be  staggering.  Materials,  printing,  pro- 
motion, staging  and  salaries  are  not  small  expenses.  And 
in  any  given  year,  most  cultural  organizations  present  not 
one,  but  a  variety  of  programs  for  the  public.  The  Council's 
financial  assistance  program  was  designed  to  provide 
support  to  a  cultural  organization's  individual  projects.  Ini- 
tiated by  the  Council  in  1970,  it  assisted  special  programs 
by  community  arts,  crafts,  dance,  humanities,  literature, 
music,  theatre  and  visual  arts  organizations. 

In  fiscal  year  1981,  the  program  awarded  $2.4  mil- 
lion to  221  cultural  groups.  The  Council  received  315  appli- 
cations, with  requests  totalling  $4.4  million. 

In  fiscal  year  1982,  the  number  of  financial  assist- 
ance applications  grew  to  334  for  a  total  request  of  $5.4  mil- 
lion. $2.5  million  was  subsequently  awarded  to  273  groups. 
Under  this  program,  funds  supported  such  diverse  projects  as: 

•  the  Worcester  art  museum's  1980-81  special 
exhibition  season  which  represented  a  wide  variety  of  artis- 
tic and  popular  interest  including,  "Treasures  of  the  Royal 
Photographic  Society,"  "Polish  Posters"  and  "The  Dial:  Arts 
and  Letters  in  the  1920's."  In  addition  to  these  shows,  funds 
went  towards  a  number  of  smaller  exhibitions  including 
Japanese  print,  photography  and  collage  shows. 

•  THE  SPRINGFIELD  MAYOR'S  OFFICE  OF  COMMUNITY 

and  cultural  AFFAIRS'  neighborhood  cultural  festivals, 
including  the  "Big  Fourth  Festival"  with  performances  by 
actors,  open-air  concert  and  crafts  exhibitions  and  a  concert 
by  the  Springfield  Symphony  Orchestra;  Summer  Sounds,  a 
series  often  free  Saturday  evening  concerts  ranging  from 
classical  to  jazz  to  bluegrass  and  Harambee  Holiday,  annual 
festival  of  black  culture. 


•  advanced  writing  workshop  in  Watertown,  an 
intensive  professional  training  program  for  writers  of  prose 
and  poetry.  Funds  provided  scholarships  for  lower  income 
and  minority  students  to  attend  workshops.  One  of  the  schol- 
arship winners,  Cathy  Song,  won  the  1982  Yale  Younger 
Poets  Award  with  a  manuscript  completed  in  these  classes. 

In  fiscal  year  1983,  the  Council  introduced  a  new  pro- 
gram, merit  aid.  This  program  replaces  financial  assist- 
ance and  provides  awards  to  support  the  basic  programs  of 
cultural  groups  on  a  two-year  basis,  thus  encouraging  cul- 
tural groups  to  conduct  long-range  planning,  better  manage 
their  funds  and  sponsor  more  creative  programming.  The 
first  round  of  Merit  Aid  Awards  began  in  July,  1982.

A  teenager  in  Haverhill  watches  young  dan- 
cers whirl  through  the  sleek  movements  of  a  work  by  Balan- 
chine.  The  life  of  a  community  is  enhanced  by  the  arts,  and 
the  arts  enrich  community  life  by  inviting  its  citizens  to  join 
in  the  creative  process. 

The  local  projects  program  was  designed  by  the 
Council  in  1977  to  aid  the  development  of  community-based 
arts  and  humanities  activity.  Between  1978  and  1982,  the 
program  awarded  small  sums  of  money  to  local  arts  agencies 
and  neighborhood  groups,  enabling  them  to  sponsor  arts 
programs,  strengthen  their  programming  and  management 
skills  and  employ  artists  and  purchase  programs  from  cul- 
tural institutions.  Project  awards  made  in  fiscal  years  1981 
and  1982,  totaled  over  $170,500  and  benefited  over  50  Massa- 
chusetts communities. 


In  1982,  the  LOCAL  PROJECTS  PROGRAM  was  blended 
into  other  Council  programs  to  avoid  duplication  of  funding 
awards.  Now  local  groups  can  apply  for  funds  through  such 
programs  as  merit  aid,  new  works,  professional  ASSIST- 
ANCE, CULTURAL  RESOURCES  or  TOURING  PROGRAMS.

"How  can  we  gain  assistance  in  automating  our  financial 
record  keeping  and  reporting  systems?  What  kind  of  board 
members  should  we  try  to  attract  to  our  organization?  How 
can  we  develop  new  interpretive  materials  that  will  help  the 
public  understand  our  collection?  What  audience  develop- 
ment strategies  should  we  use  to  increase  our  earned 
income?" 

These  are  among  the  questions  often  asked  by  cul- 
tural organizations.  The  technical  assistance  program  is 
the  Council's  means  of  providing  cultural  institutions  with 
professional  help  to  solve  these  and  other  policy,  program, 
management  and  artistic  problems.  The  Council's  long- 
range  goal  is  to  strengthen  the  structure  and  foundation  of 
an  organization. 

Through  the  technical  assistance  program: 

•  The  Alice  James  Poetry  Cooperative  hired  a  consul- 
tant to  evaluate  its  direct  mail  advertising  and  identify  the 
widest  literary  market  for  its  books  of  poetry.  The  consul- 
tant devised  systems  to  gauge  mailing  list  response,  tar- 
geted new  audiences,  developed  specific  approaches  for  each 
audience  and  created  new  mailing  pieces.  As  a  result,  more 
effective  but  less  costly  mailings  reduced  the  Cooperative's 
expenses,  while  raising  its  income  through  sales. 

•  Zellsworth  Dancers  hired  a  movement  specialist  to 
conduct  a  series  of  workshops  in  creative  dance  for  children 
in  preparation  for  a  week's  residency  in  a  public  school. 
Company  dancers  learned  new  approaches  to  working  with 
students,  and  enhanced  their  teaching  skills.  Upon  comple- 
tion of  the  consultancy,  Zellsworth  Dancers  created  a  multi- 
purpose publicity  kit,  and  the  company  now  offers  a  variety 
of  educational  programs  in  the  schools  as  a  part  of  its  regu- 
lar programming,  and  thereby  increasing  its  earned  income. 

•  The  American-Portuguese  Genealogical  Society 
hired  a  librarian  with  a  background  in  history  and 
genealogy  to  devise  methods  of  permanently  recording  and 
cross-referencing  this  organization's  vast  collection  of 
genealogical  material.  The  consultant  prepared  a  manual 
for  indexing  and  abstracting  information,  bringing  a  diverse 
body  of  information  together  and  creating  an  important  ref- 
erence resource  for  Society  members  and  historians. 


In  fiscal  year  1983,  the  technical  assistance  pro 
GRAM  was  broadened  and  re-named  PROFESSIONAL  ASSIST- 
ANCE. The  program  now  provides  funding  for  long-term, 
in-depth  consultancies  for  organizations  of  all  sizes,  as  well 
as  short-term  technical  consultancies  and  scholarship  aid 
for  these  organizations.

When  John  Adams  arose  on  the  morning  of  October  25, 1764, 
his  wedding  day,  he  dressed  with  particular  care,  donning  a 
new  vest  over  his  full-sleeved  cotton  shirt.  Sewn  by  Adams' 
mother,  the  pale  yellow  imported  silk  vest  was  richly  embroi- 
dered with  sheaves  of  wheat,  symbolizing  fertility,  meticu- 
lously couched  in  silver.  Its  elongated  pockets  were  stitched 
with  tiny  English  Tudor  roses,  as  were  each  of  the  eight  silk- 
covered  buttons  on  the  front  and  the  small,  stand-up  collar. 
The  vest  was  held  by  the  family  until  Adams'  granddaughter 
bequeathed  it  to  the  fledgling  Quincy  Historical  Society  over 
a  century  ago.  The  vest  became  the  Society's  most  treasured 
holding,  and  it  was  displayed  to  the  public  at  the  John 
Quincy  Adams  house  until  1978  when  it  was  stolen  along 
with  a  number  of  other  valuable  antiques.  Several  weeks 
after  the  theft,  the  vest  was  discovered  wrapped  in  a  rug  in 
some  bushes  by  two  young  boys  during  a  baseball  game,  but 
the  damage  was  done.  The  fragile  vest  was  extensively  torn 
and  cracked. 

Through  funds  obtained  from  the  Council's 
historic  conservation  program,  the  Quincy  Historical 
Society  was  able  to  repair  much  of  the  vest's  damage,  and 
it  is  now  once  again  on  public  display  at  the  Society's 
headquarters. 

The  Council's  historic  conservation  program, 
now  in  its  tenth  year,  makes  funds  available  for  organiza- 
tions to  obtain  professional  help  in  preserving  objects  of 
artistic  and  historic  importance.  In  fiscal  years  1981  and 
1982,  $90,281  was  awarded  to  115  organizations  for  a  wide 
range  of  conservation  projects.  The  Adams'  wedding  vest  is 
just  one  example  of  the  many  works  restored  through  this 
program.  Rare  maps,  town  records,  photographs,  paintings, 
clocks  and  other  unique  items  have  been  preserved.  The 
program  also  seeks  to  increase  the  awareness  of  the  impor- 
tance of  careful,  professional  conservation.  In  fiscal  year 
1983  the  Council  introduced  a  new  category  within  the  pro- 
gram, called  collections  management,  which  will  help 
museums,  libraries  and  historical  societies  assess  the  needs 
of  their  collections,  establish  long-range  plans  for  conserva- 
tion and  strengthen  their  ability  to  care  for  their  holdings.

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Without  sustained  investment  in  our  new  artistic  work, 
Massachusetts  could  become  a  cultural  relic  by  the  year 
2000;  a  showcase  for  the  works  of  the  past,  lacking  a  living 
and  vital  tradition.  On  the  other  hand,  we  can  enter  the  21st 
century  full  of  artistic  energy  and  bold  achievements.  The 
cultural  climate  created  in  the  next  20  years  will  decide  the 
future  of  Massachusetts  as  a  cultural  center.  Through  new 
works,  the  Council  encourages  the  creation  and  presenta- 
tion of  major  contemporary  works  through  careful  and  com- 
petitive funding  which  brings  together  artists  and  cultural 
institutions  in  compatible  projects.  Ventures  which  have 
been  funded  by  new  works  in  the  first  two  years  of  the 
program  include: 

•  A  new  works  competition  sponsored  by  the  New 
England  Conservatory  of  Music,  which  solicited  pieces  by 
young  composers  from  across  the  country.  Five  winners  were 
selected,  including  two  Massachusetts  residents,  and  their 
winning  compositions,  were  performed  in  concerts  across  the 
state. 


•  A  collaboration  between  the  Photographic  Resource 
Center  and  ten  photographers  which  produced  a  travelling 
exhibit,  "New  Works  by  10  Massachusetts  Photogaphers  " 
and  copies  of  a  portfolio  of  these  works  which  was  donated 

to  the  museums  of  the  state. 

•  A  commission  from  the  Brockton  Art  Museum  for 
seven  leading  Massachusetts  craftspeople,  including  glass- 
makers  Thomas  Patti  and  Dan  Dailey,  and  an  exhibit  and 
lecture  series  on  the  process  of  creating  such  work. 

In  fiscal  year  1981,  the  program's  first  year,  the 
Council  awarded  $72,190  to  11  cultural  organizations.  In 
fiscal  year  1982,  the  amount  grew  to  $539,370  distributed 
to  23  organizations.

A  dancer  cannot  acquire  stage  presence  by 
turning  pirouettes  in  front  of  a  mirror.  Performers  cannot 
perform  in  a  vacuum.  The  audience  is  essential  to  a  success- 
ful performance.  It's  the  process  of  give  and  take,  act  and 
react  that  creates  the  special  magic  that  is  part  of  the  total 
theatrical  experience,  touring  programs  are  an  important 
component  of  the  Council's  support  for  cultural  endeavors 
because  they  increase  performance  opportunities  for  dance, 
mime,  theatre  and  music  companies,  composers  and  literary 
artists,  as  well  as  provide  Commonwealth  residents  with 
local  access  to  the  best  in  performing  and  visual  arts  events. 

The  Council  combines  its  funds  with  those  of  the 
other  five  state  arts  councils  in  New  England  to  support 
these  touring  programs.  The  New  England  Foundation  for 
the  Arts  (NEFA),  a  consortium  of  the  New  England  state 
arts  councils,  administers  these  programs.  In  fiscal  year 
1981,  $205,938  supported  performing  events  hosted  by  245 
local  sponsors.  In  1982,  $310,652  supported  performances 
hosted  by  374  sponsors  who  presented  these  performances  to 
local  audiences,  reaching  more  than  one  million  people.

John  McNamara  is  a  Massachusetts  visual  artist.  In  1980  he 
was  painting  houses  during  the  day  to  support  himself  and 
working  on  his  real  profession,  painting  large  canvasses, 
during  his  spare  time.  That  same  year  he  won  a  Massachu- 
setts Artist  Fellowship. 

The  winning  of  the  award  was  crucial  to  his  artistic 
growth.  It  allowed  him  the  time  to  complete  a  series  of  large 
paintings  for  a  gallery  exhibit  where  he  was  able  to  sell 
some  of  his  work.  In  turn,  this  led  to  greater  critical  aware- 
ness of  his  work  among  critics  and  collectors  inside  and  out- 
side Boston.  This  year,  John  McNamara  received  a  grant 
from  the  National  Endowment  for  the  Arts,  and  his  work  has 
elicited  the  interest  of  many  national  art  collectors. 

The  Massachusetts  Artist  Fellowship  Program  rec- 
ognizes artists  of  outstanding  talent  who  live  and  work  in 
the  state.  Fellowships  of  $5,000  are  awarded  to  artists  in 
13  disciplines:  choreography;  crafts;  painting;  printmaking; 
sculpture;  music  composition;  fiction;  playwriting;  poetry; 
photography;  film;  video;  and  new  genres.  In  fiscal  years 
1981  and  1982,  Fellowships  were  awarded  to  123  artists 
across  the  state.  These  fellowships  were  awarded  following 
a  peer  review  process  that  focuses  on  the  quality  of  the  work 
submitted  by  the  artist.  In  the  nine  years  of  the  program's 
existence,  over  450  fellowships  have  been  granted.

Based  on  the  premise  of  sharing  one's  art,  the  Artist- 
in-Residence  Program  places  working  artists  in  schools  and 
other  educational  settings  across  Massachusetts.  Over  the 
past  decade,  the  program  has  paired  hundreds  of  artists 
with  schools.  From  Nantucket  to  Pittsfield,  painters,  potters 
and  poets  have  worked  with  children  in  all  grades.

Critical  to  the  quality  and  fairness  of  the  Council's  pro- 
grams is  the  peer-review  panel  process.  It  is  this  process  that 
ensures  that  Council  funds  are  distributed  throughout  the 
state  on  the  basis  of  excellence  and  service  to  the  public. 

The  panel  process  annually  mobilizes  artists, 
humanists,  specialists  in  various  artistic  disciplines  and 
community  representatives  who  can  bring  sound  cultural 
experience  and  knowledge  to  the  review  of  applications.  The 
panelists  are  appointed  by  the  Council,  and  are  drawn  from 
several  hundred  candidates  nominated  every  year  by  citi- 
zens throughout  the  Commonwealth. 

These  advisory  panelists  provide  the  Council  and 
the  Council  staff  with  funding  recommendations  based  pri- 
marily on  the  artistic  and  humanistic  excellence  of  appli- 
cants' programs.  In  fiscal  years  1981  and  1982  there  were 
over  30  separate  advisory  panels  involving  hundreds  of  citi- 
zens in  the  state.
